July 1.— We traveled over MMM WfJI 
sleep BKHiaUlM to-day, and again came 
into the main road. 

We are now in the Ilear-river moun- 
tains. PWWd through a pine grove and 
a ipiaking aspen grove. 

To-nigl.t we visited an adjoining camp 
to gee a lady and her little daughter, 
who had been turned over in a carriage 
to-day while coming down a steep moun- 
tain side Whan the husband and fath- 
er got to them he thought that they 
were killed, but now it is thought that 
they are only painfully and not seriously 
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Distance traveled, thirty miles. 

July J. - Came to the main Hear river 
to-day, and forded Smith's Fork. It was 
a very reeky and dang* rous ford. We 
went into camp on the bank of the river 
and thought we would Hsh some, but the 
mosquitoes were so thick, M brave and 
so resolute that all our time was occupied 
in lighting them oil'. 1 neversaw the like 
of mosquitoes in all my life before, and 
we thought that they would surely eat 
us up. The grass is good here, but our 
mules could not eat any until 8 o'clock 
or after, when the mosquitoes left us. 

Distance traveled, thirty miles. 

July 11.— Crossed Thomas' fork of Hear 
river on a toll bridge. Cost ub one dol- 
lar per wagon. There is a ford eight 
miles out of our way, but it is not very 
good, so we concluded to toll. We wont 
over some very steep mountains to-day 

Hen Sampson is real sick this after 
noon, with high fever and a headache 
lie has taken cold, but the mountain air 
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health being greatly benefited. 

The mosquitoes are nearly aa bad to- 
night as they were last night. 

Distance traveled, thirty miles. 

July I. — Sabbath day. We arrived at 
the m.tcd Soda Springs this afternoon. 
Stopped and went out to Bee them. I 
made some soda drinks and cream tartar 
with the water, and they were very nice 
and cool.

him feel much belter. The Soda Springs 
is yue of the natural curiosities of our 
country that is worth seeing.

It is quite cool here this evening and 
it snowed on the mountain ami rained in 
the valley where we were. 

We camped three miles beyond the 
Soda Springs under a mountain. We

We went dishing this morning, then 
came back and cooked a good dinner.

We see lots ol Indians now, and some 
are at our camp mo t all the time. They 
usually want to trade Hsh for rkti hooks 
aud something to eat 

We found ice on the water in camp 
this morning, so you can see how cold it 
aonietiniea la here on the glorious 
Fourth. We were glad to get the ice 
water to drink. 

July 0. -We took Hubletfe cut-off at 
■Is miles from Soda Springs. We have 
been told that it is ninety miles shorter 
thau the Fort Hall route, but we had 
some very bad roads to-day. 

Distance traveled, twenty miles. 

July 7.— Mr. Hawyei traded our Indian 
iK>ny for a two-year old colt to-day. The 
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Traveled over two large mountains 
and camp in a valley. 

MttMM traveled, seventeen miles. 

July 8.— Went over two more moun- 
tains to day, and pitched our camp on 
(iravel creek about 1 o'clock p. m. It is 
twenty -live miles to the next water, so 
we eon. hided to remain here 'till morn- 
ing and take n fresh start lor the. long, 
dry march. 

We went llshing this after., -on, but 
did not get a nibble, so we had to give it 
up as a bad job 

Distance traveled, fifteen miles. 

July 9— It is very warm and dusty to- 
day, but the nights are always cool and 
pleasant in this country. 

We are out of the mosquitoes for th

The popular 
-who does the "rainbow act," the "split" 
or the latest French solo in the terpsicho- 
rean line is a complex piece of machin- 
ery, which requires a great deal of care. 
She has to be oiled up and rublwd down, 
plastered over and heated to the proper 
temperature and then cooled off again 
until the human principles on which she 
was originally constructed are entirely 
lost eight of. 

Kven the vigorous constitutionals and 
scientific training of the champion pu- 
gilists fail to convey any idea of the 
physical education that the average 
skirt dancer gete. First of all, she has to 
acquire an almost abnormal development 
of the muscular organization in order to 
do the laborous dancing that constitutes 
her share in entertaining and edifying 
the public. 

The skin dam er has most of the ills to 
wjiich flesh is heir to combat with, Per- 
haps the most common of her fitful aches 
and ailments is a general derangement 
of the breathing appaiatus Any com- 
fortably situated person who views her 
spasmonic action from the audience can 
realize why the writhing, gasping, 
convulsive celebrity should be the most 
short-winded creature on earth. It 
seems a marvel that some of the cords 
don't snap and the whole tension sud- 
denly give way and ret her down into an 
inartistic heap in the middle of the 
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her collapse -when she does collapse- 
it is necessary to take a peep behind the 
curtain. At the ecstatic moment, when 
the audience sees the last bow, the fare- 
well wave of the hand or retiring 
convulsion of the hip-joint— at that 
same moment the overexerted, breath- 
less and panting artist falls exhaussed 
into the arms of a faithful attendant, 
who bears her gently away to a bottle of 

Somebody's embrocation is then vigor- 
ously applied and restoratives are used 
in a startling manner. Everything 
known to sciegce in the reviving and 
invigoiating line is administered to the 
sufferer, and her recovery is awaited 
with a painful expression by all con- 
cerned. 

When a dancer can aflord the luxury 
of more than one attendant, one is as- 
signed to go over the weary area of arms 
and legs with horse liniment, while the 
others enjoy the exciting occupations of 
readjusting her wig, fanning her in front, 
behind and on all sides, and then depos- 
iting her remains on some piece of stage 
scenery until the audience ban finished 
applauding. These are the simple and 
essentially feminine parta of the artist's 
ing, which are common not only to 
dancers but to the whole race of 

It is when the stage dancer reaches 
the seclusion of her boarding bouse or 
hotel apartments, however, that the 
really interesting part of her performance 
begina. Katiug and drinking are pro- 
hibited by her code of digestive ethics, 
both before aud between dances, for 
obvious reasons. 

When the embargo is raised and the 
curtain goes down the hungry celebrity 
repairs to the nearest hotel or table 
d'hote restaurant, and there follows the 
proclivities that nature has endowed her 
with. If all this occure after a matinee 
performance, the dancer next takes a 
nap, the duration of which is in inverse 
ratio to the amount ol ice cream and 
wrtermelon she has eaten. 

When she wakes up again with her 
head cleared and her wasting tissues re- 
paired, there are interesting baths, 
massages and applications ol electricity. 
In the electrical treatment the tender or 
defective parta of the dancer's anatomy 
are usually electrocuted first. Sup- 
posing she inherits any lung trouble, her 
liver is awry or her spinal organization 
improperly strung, a tingling current is 
turned on and some heioic voltage is 
locally aud scientifically applied. Then 
cojnea a general onslaught ol electricity 
over the whole body. An electric bath 
in liva water ia uuite the proper thing, 
if the dancer can afford it. 

There ia a noticeable something about 
the overstimulation to which the skirt 
dancer ia subjected that makes this 
grade ot terpaichorean temperament 
an interesting paychological atudy. The 
zealous and enterpriaing high kicker 
Invariably has a nervoua constitution 
that la strung many degrees higher than 
that ol the well-behaved and orderly 
young woman.

The beauti fill St. Rose's Catholic church 
ml parsonage were destroyed by fire in 
Lis city last Wednesday cvening.thcL'sth 

At about SsSO o'clock a heavy cloud of 
moke was seen issuing from the top of 
he church. The alarm ol lire was given 
ml the ringing of the church and school 
'ellssoon brought almost the entire pop- 



of the 



The lire seemed to be between the 
ceiling and the wall near the roof at the 
east end of the church. Soon a bole was 
burned through, and a draft almost in- 
stantly swept the llames to the tower at 
the weBt end, which acted as a line, and 
the whole building was afire on the in- 
side next the roo'. 

The pastor, Rev. George Niehaus, was 
in the study room, and knowing the bad 
shape that the town was in for lighting 
tire, he prepared for the worst. Willing 
helping hands responded to the alarm, 
but there was no hope of saving the 
building, and the people began to re- 
move the organ and articles about the 

The M imes roared like a railroad train, 
d soon the firey tongues were shcoting 
tavenwaid from all parts of the build- 
|. The great bell in the steeple burn- 
loose and came crashingdown through 
I tower scattering fire brands iu every 
rection. It struck the lower lloor with 
resounding crash, where it laid ami 
DM) ted in the intense beat. The iron 
roof swelled and heaved like the waves 
of the ocean, then curled up into rolls 
and crashed down through the building, 
carrying with it the floors and the walls, 
and where a few minutes liefore stood 
the beautiful little Catholic church, was 
raging sea of wicked flames. 
The parsonage stood only a few feet 
away. It was a large two-story frame 
building, used as a home by the pastor 
and , hunes ( lalligan. At about the time 
the church fell in, this building caught 
and the fire spread over it with a Hash 
bile the people were still in it carrying 
ut furniture. It was soon a blazing 
lass, and was entirely consumed. 
The next nearest building was a dwell- 
ig owned by R K. Woixls, but occupied 
by George Harris and family. All the 
furniture was removed from this build- 
ing, but it was saved by covering it with 
blankets and carpets, and keeping them 
wet. All the out buildings and fencing 
the Catholic lot were destroyed, and 
other buildings in the square were fre- 
quently ou fire, but they were watched 
and put out bafore headway could be 
lined. 

Both the buildings were neat frame 
structures, only recently built. There 
was an insurance of $2,000 on the church 
and $1,000 on the parsonage. The esti- 
mated loss is $10,000. The furniture was 
all saved, though it was greatly damaged 
by being scarred and broken up.
